It is probable that his 
true history will never ho known, for the 


(|ueer old fellow could never be induced 
lo speak a full sentence, cither in English 
or in the language or Franco, of which he 
was a native. The story generally ac- 
cepted, although its origin is unknown, is 
that his name was Jules Mourglay, and 
lhat he was a native oi Lyons. In curly 
manhood he fell in love with tho daughter 
of M. Laron, u leather manufacturer, 
but her father objected, 
us 
Bourg- 


lay was without means. 
Finally M. 


Karon took him into his employ as a con- 
fldeutlal clerk, this being about 1857. 
JJnsiness depression led to speculations 
by Bourglay with M. Luron's funds until 
he had ruined Ut employer. Bourglay 
becaruo insane, and after confinement in 
'n private asylum fled to America. Ho 
flrstcame into publio notice in Jjltohfleld 
County, whore ho tramped around doing 
little jobs at tinkering on the pots and 
kettles of tho farmers' wivos. Ho wore a 
suit of ciothing made wholly of pieces ol 
boot logs slltohetUogother with thongs, 
as a leather bolt is lacod. Hw leather 
cap had a visor, and was of a military de- 
sign. His boots were discarded ones, 
picked up or given him, and he always 
added heavy wooden solos. Over each 
shoulder was slang a leather hag, ono 
containing scraps ot food and the other 
pieces of leather. 
Early In the history of his oeu^eless 


tramping he established a regular cir- 
cuit, beginning 
in Litouflekl County, 


then eastward to the Connecticut river 
(which ho never crossed), then clown the 
river valley and westward through Now 
Haven County to Falrfleld County, und 
thonae northward to the starting point. 
His trip occupied four weeks, and In fair 
weather was so regular that people on tho 
route know to u day and almost to tho 
hour when to oxpoot him. For many 
years until this lime ho has not crossed 
into Now York, Jnil had frequently years 
ago. Ho never bogged, but always took 
whatever food ov tobacco was offered 
him. Every attempt to draw him into 
conversation wholly failed. 


No weather was severe enough to in- 


terrupt his tireless round, and lu tho ter- 
rible blizunrd of last year ho would have 
perished if sympathising farmers had not 
forcibly (retained him. As it was he was 
quite badly frozen, Somo time last fall a 
cancer formed on bis lower lip and rapid- 
ly ale its -way through tho jaw to the 
throat. Ho was taken into custody by the 
Humane Society's officers near Middle- 
town and brought to tho Hartford Hospi- 
tal on the morning of December 11. Ho 
refused to stay, and, as there was 110 au- 
thority for restraining htm, ho was re* 
leased. The next morning lie appeared 
in North Haven, thirty milon distant, wot, 
cold and ravenously hungry, as shown liy 
his eating six bowls of bread soaked in 
coffee.

Jackson's wit 
saved hl.s life, for the King, who was anx- 
ious to go to an adjacent island for some 
savage festivities, made our Bath boy 
temporarily King of 
tho island. For 


thirty days Jackson, King of Ujae, held 
liis lonely court on the island beach, 
guarding ht» provisions and 
hoping 


aid would como. A crew of white wreck- 
ers arrived and to them Jackson sold for 
about eight hundred dollars the rest ol 
the cargo nnd wreck, and with them re- 
turned to Jaluit, whence he worked bis 
way to 'Frisco, where he delivered his 
hard-earned elclit hundred dollars to tho 
owner's agents, and was rewarded wltlj 
seventy-five dollar! for his endeavors. 


After being washed overboard in round- 


lug Capo Horn, he for two years sailed to 
the northern seas and was. noted for liie 
feats of daring. Then h« became a steam. 
boatman, rose to bo third officer of tlw 
Oity of Pekin, one of tlie largest steameri 
afloat, and was steadily mounting up 
when he was knocked down by a runawaj 
horse, while ashoro ou a vacation, and 
killed. He was only thirty years old.

'n private asylum fled to America. Ho 
flrstcame into public notice in Mtohflela 
Cmvuty, whore he tramped around doing 
little jobs at tinkering on the pots and 
kettles of the farmers' wives. Ho wore a 
sultof ciothing made wholly of pieces of 
boot legs slitched^togother with thanes 
as a leather bolt is laced.

The next morning lie appeared 
in North Haven, thirty miles distant, wot, 
cold and ravenously hungry, as shown by 
his eating six bowls of bread soaked in 
coffee.

Remarkable Career oi H Meluo Boy who 


Went lor a Sailor. 


BATH, Mn., March 27.—By the death of 


Richard W. Jackson, sailor boy, King of 
a cannibal tribe and arclio explorer, tbo 
most romantic career over lived by a 
Maine man has ,iust como to a singularly 
unhappy end. Jaokson was born in Bath, 
and during his early boyhood was noted 
for his daring in athletic sports and tho 
many narrow escapes ho had, Several 
times ho had in bin boyhood and in his 
mature yoars saved people from drown- 
ing. Onco in his toons ho foil from a hay 
mow and was taken up for dead. Anoth- 
er time ho was truck by lightning and ro- 
malued paralyzed for twentv-fonr hours. 
In 188!! he shipped on the Kaynior with 
Captain Morrison and was wrecked on 
tho coral reef uoar UJao, in tho South Pa- 
cific, in tlio liWe schooner of 150 tons, 
built on the cannibal hie from the tim- 
bers of the wrecked ship, tho captain, ac- 
companied by Jackson ai first officer, Inft 
to

lo await them. 
On the sc'joud day 


out tho captain was stricken with paraly- 
sis, and Jackson was given command of 
and navlgatod the vessel to Jaluit, ono of 
tho Marshall group, who provisions were 
obtained from a couple of cut-throats 
who held the schooner for security. 
After many curious adventurws, Jackson 
arrived alouo at UJao with relief lor those 
left behind, only to find a letter from 
Captain Morrison, announcing tho arrival 
of a United Sta«s» ship and tlie rescue ol 
himself and party. This letter Jackson 
road to tho King of Ujae as stating that 
the King mint treat Jackson well or tho 
war-ship would return and "bobom" 
(bombard) the island. Jackson's wit 
saved his life, for the King, who was anx- 
ious lo go to an adjacent island for some 
savage festivities, made our Bath boy 
temporarily King of 
tho island. For 


thirty days Jackson, King of Ujae, held 
his lonely court on the island beach, 
guarding his provisions and 
hoping 


aid would como. A crew of white wreck- 
eri arrived and to them Jackson sold for 
about eight hundred dollars the rest ol 
the cargo and wreck, and with them re- 
turned to Jaluit, whence he worked bin 
way to 'Frisco, where he delivered his 
hard-earned elcht hundred dollars to tho 
owner's agents, and was rewarded with 
soventy-flve dollars for his endeavors. 


After being washed overboard in round- 


ing Capo Horn, he for two years sailed to 
the northern seas and waij noted for hie 
feats of daring. Then h» became a steam, 
boatman, rose to bo third officer of llu 
Oily of Pekln, one of tlie largest staamen 
afloat, and was steadily mounting up 
when he was knocked down by r. runaway 
horse, while ashoro on a vacation, anil 
killed. He was only thirty years old.
